Tllfc BAMBOO THEE. 


Probably tins tree subserves more pur- 


poses of nscfulne.-w than any othor ia the 
whole range of nature. Tho Indian obtains 
from it a part of his food, many of his 
lionsehold utensils, and a wood at once 
lighter and capable. <;£ bearing greater strjiius 
Limn heavier timber of the same bize. J3e- 
sid.es, in expeditions in the tropics under 
the rays of a vertical sun, bamboo trunks 
iaS'0 more than once been used a.s barrels, 
in which water, much purer than could be 
preserved in vessels of any other kind, is 
fresh for the crew. 


On the western coast of Southern Asia, 


Ll\r. bamboo furnishes all the materials for 
Lhe construction of houses, at once pleasant, 
substantial, and preferable to that of stone, 
which the frequently 
recurring 
earth- 


quakes bring down upon the heads of tho 
owners. The fact that the bamboo is hollow 
.as made it eminently useful for a variety 
of purposes—it serves as a measure fcr 
Squids, and if filled with a lid aud a bottom, 
:runks and barrels are quite frequently made 
of it. Even small boats very often aro made 
of the largest trunks by strengthening them 
with strips of other wood where needed. 
Iu 


one day tllcy obtain the height of several 
feet, and with a microscope their develop- 
ment etui be easily watch; d. 


Hut the most remarkable feature, about 


[he bamboo is their •blossoming. With alt 
his marvellous rapidity of growth they 
>looiii only twice i'J a century, tho flower 
nppenruig at the cud of lifly years. Like 
other grasses, they die after having borne 
seed. " The highest of the bamboo is tho 
Sammor. In tracts where it grows in Iho 
greatest perfection, it sometimes rises tu 
be height of one hundred feet, with a stem 
only eighteen inches in diameter at Iho 
"mse. The wood ifstlf is only an inch in 
hiekne^s.

"WATEKING HORSES AFTfiii MEALS. 


It is the practice with many horserneu to 


give their horses no water xtnlil after they 
have eaten their allowance of food. Con. 
coming this practice o veterinarian writes, 
"A full ilriuk of \v»tcr immotUitoly after 
being fed should never be allowed to horses. 
When water is drank by thorn tho built of it 
goes directly to tho lurgo intestines, and 
little of it it retained In tho stomachs. 
In 


passing through the stomach, however, tho 
water carries considerable quantities of the 
contents to where it lodges in the intestines. 
If, then, tho food of horses' stomachs is 
washed out before it is digested no nourish- 
ment will be derived from tho feed. 
In 


Edinburgh sonic old horses werp fed with 
split peas, and then supplied with water 
immediately before being killed. It WHS 
found that the water had carried tho peas 
from fifty to sixty feet into the intestines, 
where no digestion took place at 
all." 


Mr. Cassie is quito correct in tho vic',72 


set forth regarding tho injurious effects of 
largo quantities of water swallowed immedi- 
ately after eating. 
A small quantity of fluid 


swallowed along with, or immediately after, 
dry food, bcnelicially softens it and assists 
in its subdivision and digestion. An inordi- 
nate supply of water, or of watery fluid, on 
tho other hand proves injurious. 
It dilutes 


unduly the digestive secretions; it mechani- 
cally carries ouwaad tho imperfectly digested 
food, and thus interfere with tho^ proper 
functions of the cnual and exeitps indiges- 
tion and diarrhuiii. 
These untoward effects 


are especially apt to occur whcro horses 
freely fed and too liberally watered are 
shortly put to tolerably quick work. There 
is no moro infallible method of producing 
colic, diiirrha-'a and inilamation of the 
bow- 


els. Tho horse is not peculiar in this effect; 
dogs, and even their masters, similarly suf- 
fer from copious draughts of water immedi- 
ately after or.ting much solid food.
